PROGRESS REPORT 
OF L & L COMMITTEE 


In a recent conference between the 
Legal Action Sub-Committee of the 
Legislative and Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee and our attorneys conducting the 
laboratory suit, it was reported that we 
are at about the “7th inning” with testi- 
mony having been heard against 23 de- 
fendant laboratories. This testimony has 
been received from a total of 80 wit- 
nesses including 13 dentists who have 
been or are associated with advertising 
laboratories now in violation of the IlIli- 
nois Dental Practice Act. Over 2,000 
pages of testimony have been recorded. 
Officers, Directors, L & L Committee 
members, and other interested Dental So- 
ciety members have sat in on hearings 
before the Master-In-Chancery and have 
heard firsthand testimony. 

The services of the L & L Committee 
during the past three months have been 
of tremendous value to the progress of 
the suit and in coordinating and sys- 
tematizing all forms of information. One 
of the developments of the committee 
is an extensive cross-file system whereby 
information concerning Dental Practice 
Act violators readily is available for im- 
mediate use in case of necessity. Armed 
with this type of information, the Chi- 
cago Dental Society can move rapidly 
against violators. ;

The actual birthday, Feb. 8, will be observed in countless churches of all faiths 
as “Boy Scout Sunday.” Scouts and leaders will attend services in uniform. Members 
of many Scout Units will have their parents and other members of their families 
sit with them during the services. 

The 12th point of The Scout Law to which more than 20,200,000 boys and men 
have subscribed since 1910 reads: 

“A Scout is Reverent, He is reverent toward God. He is faithful in his wliadeen 
duties and respects the convictions of others in matters of custom and religion.” 

In its latest report to Congress the Boy Scouts of America said that 58,934 institu- 
tions are sponsors for the nation’s Scouting Units. Of this number 18,739 operate two 
or more Scout programs such as Cub Scouting for boys 8, 9 and 10 years of age, Boy 
Scouting for boys 11 through 13 and Exploring for those 14 years old and upward. 

The Whole Scout Family, all three programs, are sponsored by 3,446 institutions, 
making it possible for a boy to enjoy the three Scouting programs under the same spon- 
sorship for a ten year span, from age eight to eighteen.
